When the National application under 37 CFR § 370 was filed the payment made was 
$1010.00, the Large Entity fee, and no Small Entity status was claimed (Exhibit A). 

Notwithstanding the foregoing, when the filing receipt was issued, it referred to the 
applicant as having Small Entity status (Exhibit B), which appears to have been an error on 
the part of the Patent and Trademark Office. This error was not noticed at the time. 

Upon payment of the Extension of Time fee for filing an amendment on June 4, 1998, 
the fee paid was $1 10.00, for a Large Entity, demonstrating continued treatment of the 
application by the applicant as a Large Entity (Exhibit C). 

Upon the filing of the Amendment and the Extension of Time, Large Entity fees were 
paid, again demonstrating continued treatment of the application by the applicant as a Large 
Entity (Exhibit D). 

However, upon filing a Continued Prosecution Application, a Small Entity payment 
was erroneously made. The secretary who filled out the papers is no longer with this firm, 
but a review of the file indicates she was a temporary employee who appeared to have based 
the Small Entity status on the erroneous filing receipt of Exhibit A. The CPA cover sheet 
prepared and filed by the temporary secretary is attached at Exhibit E. 

The erroneous designation was discovered upon receipt by the Assignee of a 
Maintenance Fee payment reminder in which the amount was based on Small Entity status, 
which caused the Assignee to realize, for the first, time, that an error had been made.
